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High Court Judge rules in favour of 
multi-million pound Banbury Gateway

A HIGH Court bid to stop an out-of- 
town retail park in Banbury has failed. 

A judge yesterday upheld Cherwell 
District Council's (CDC) decision to approve 
the Banbury Gateway in March last year. 

The owners of Castle Quay and Banbury 
Cross Retail Park sought to have the LXB 
Properties scheme thrown out. 

It is earmarked for the current offices of 
motorsport firm Prodrive at Wildmere 
Industrial Estate, near junction 11 of the 
M40. 

The firm will move nearby and the retail 
park would have 11 units, including Marks & 
Spencer and Next, creating 750 jobs. 

Scottish Widows, which owns Castle 


Quay, and Aegon UK Property Fund Ltd, 
which owns Banbury Cross, brought the 
case. 

The court judgement said it was brought 
over concerns that business would be 
"sucked away from the town centre". 

Scottish Widows is planning a £25m 
expansion of Castle Quay. 

They argued CDC did not consider other 
sites enough and its conclusion it would not 
damage town trade was not evidence based. 

It also claimed the district council unlaw¬ 
fully failed to get an agreement for M&S to 
keep open its town centre store for at least 


five years after the Gateway opened. 

Yet The Hon Mr Justice Burnett said the 
council left open scope for such an agree¬ 
ment. The firm has pledged to stay in the 
town centre. 

And he said he was "entirely unpersuad¬ 
ed" councillors who took the decision mis¬ 
understood the test for considering other 
locations. 

He said: "None of the grounds advanced 
by the claimants succeeds. 

"In those circumstances the claims for 
judicial review are dismissed."

Town council leader 
Kieron Mallon said: "The 
archways are a hidden gem; 
part of Banbury's medieval 
history that few people 
know about. 

"The council owns Bridge 
Street Park and is looking at 
ways to highlight the 
archways and make them a 
feature of the park." 

Civic Society chairman 
Rob Kinchin-Smith said it 
was "important", adding: 
"There is very little left from 
Banbury's medieval period."

Council lead member for planning Michael 
Gibbard said: "We are absolutely delighted with 
the decision as the benefits associated with the 
Banbury Gateway are far reaching. 

"As well as creating hundreds of new employ¬ 
ment opportunities for local residents, it will 
secure hundreds of new and existing jobs at 
Prodrive, which is using this development to fund 
its relocation from this site to larger premises 
Prodrive's David Richards within the town."

■ Number of clients turned away doubles as household finances hit 

Debt advice charity 
struggles with rush

THE number of people being turned 
away when seeking debt and benefits 
advice at a charity has doubled, its 
boss has revealed. 

Banbury Citizens Advice chief execu¬ 
tive Barbara Shaw said about 15 people a 
week were now unable to get help when 
they dropped into the service. 

She said reforms to benefits and the 
economic crisis was hitting people's abili¬ 
ty to manage their finances. 

About seven people a week were 
turned away when it began a Cherwell 
District Council contract to offer advice in 
April last year, she said. 

Mrs Shaw added: "Demand is very 
high. We are turning about 15 people a 
week away. The demand is bigger, particu¬ 
larly with all the welfare reforms and more 
and more people getting into debt. 

"That is partly to do with welfare 
reforms and reduced income and not 
being able to manage your money. 

"It is particularly to do with increased 
pressures on people's budgets and rises in 
energy prices particularly." 

Some 6,394 were seen at the charity's 
Market Place offices in the 12 months 
from April 2012, the first of the three-year 
council contract. 

Six members of staff are now working 
with about 40 volunteers to help people 
understand reforms and manage their 
cash, she said. 

Changes include the so-called "bed¬ 
room tax", where council tenants get a cut 
in housing benefit if they have "spare" 
rooms. Many on disability living 
allowance are also undergoing medical 
assessments to determine how much 


money they will get in the future. 

Mrs Shaw said: "We have more volun¬ 
teers now than we had then, but the 
demand is still increasing." 

Council Labour group leader Sean 
Woodcock: "This is something that we are 
deeply concerned about. 

"If people can't get advice that they 
need, then that is going to put enormous 
pressure on them and their families' cir¬ 
cumstances." 

The Government has said many on ben¬ 
efits "believe that the financial risks of 
moving into work are too great". 


The Department for Work and Pensions 
last month said a poll found 78 per cent of 
2,021 surveyed thought under-occupation 
of social housing needed to be tackled. 

Employment minister Esther McVey 
said: "There were approaching 1m spare 
bedrooms being paid for by housing ben¬ 
efit, yet at the same time hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of families living in overcrowded 
social housing. This disparity was unfair 
and had to be addressed." 

Banbury Conservative MP Sir Tony 
Baldry praised the advice charity's "out¬ 
standing" service and said he would be 


"disappointed" if people were turned away. 

He said: "I have had some cases raised 
with me in relation to benefit changes. 

"Certainly in no way as many as when 
the last Government changed the benefit 
system to introduce tax credits, when I 
had a substantial number of constituents 
raising concerns about suddenly finding 
themselves confronted with alleged over¬ 
payments of tax credits and finding them¬ 
selves being asked to repay large sums of 
money out of the blue. 

"The present benefit changes are being 
introduced at a much steadier pace." 


danger after new hive raid 


Bee colony in 

RAIDERS have attempted to steal a 
second hive of bees from the grounds of 
an award-winning art gallery. 

Last week's raid was thwarted, but 
the hive was dropped and damaged, 
leaving a devastated colony. 

It was the second time thieves had 
struck at Compton Verney since the 
hives were installed in April. 

The first break-in, early in November, 
resulted in a more dormant colony 
being lost. The two hives were bought 
with public donations and had been 


maintained since their arrival by 
volunteer beekeeper Rod Oates. 

The bees were doing well and had 
produced 40lb of honey over the 
summer, which was then sold in the 
Compton Verney shop. 

Mr Oates said: "It has been disturbing 
for us and the bees. Over winter, honey 
bees cluster around their queen to 
maintain a temperature of 35-40°C. As 
so many of the bees were destroyed in 
this fumbled attempt to steal the hive 
and the colony, we are unsure whether 


the remaining bees will survive." 

Gary Webb, head of landscape and 
gardens at Compton Verney, said: "We 
are shocked that these incidents have 
occurred and we would ask that all 
keepers in the region to be extra 
vigilant to the threat of bee rustling, 
which seems to be on the increase." 

Police are investigating and 
beekeepers groups have been alerted.

Governors said her role on the 
boards was to make sure the schools 
were represented from the earliest 
opportunity - she headed up the 
three schools' steering group. 
Both the foundation and 
trust are based in Bristol and 
were registered as compa¬ 
nies in August. They have 
links to Turkey and the 
Bahcesehir University 
in Istanbul. 

Dr Kay said: "It was 
more of a growing con¬ 
cern of the intentions of 
some of the group. We 
were originally 

approached by the 
1 DfE in March and it 
sounded potentially 

exciting, especially as 
Lord Bichard and Dame 
Hassan were involved. 

"I had a growing sense 
about my concerns. I did¬ 


n't want to hand over my school, my 
special school, to someone who 
doesn't share its vision and respect 
it." 

She said she also felt comments 
made by the chairman and founder 
of BAU about the Government giving 
it large amounts of money for the 
three schools were unhelpful. 

Dr Kay met with governors on 
December 4 to raise concerns and a 
decision was made to withdraw from 
the plans. 

Oxfordshire NUT secretary 
Gawain Little said: "This is a shock¬ 
ing story and will raise serious con¬ 
cerns with parents in Oxfordshire 
and beyond. 

"We applaud the decision by the 
schools to withdraw in the interests 
of their students but believe serious 
questions have been raised about the 
integrity of the DfE and its hired con¬ 
sultants." 

Dr Kay said the school was still 
exploring conversion to an academy 
through a Multi Academy Trust, but 
would not imminently be making 
any plans.

2. Pharmacists 

Pharmacists can offer a range of

Most pharmacists also offer private 
consulting rooms so you do not 
need to talk over the counter.

3. NHS 111 

If it is not a 999 emergency and 
you do not know who to call for 
medical help, perhaps because your 
GP surgery is closed, then you can 
call NHS 111 for advice.

Minor injuries units are for injuries, 
such as deep cuts, eye injuries, 
broken bones, severe sprains, minor 
head injury, minor burns and scalds. 
Many people go to A&E when they 
could be treated just as well and 
probably quicker at a minor injuries 
unit. 

In A&E staff must give priority 
to serious and life-threatening 
conditions, so if you go there with 
a minor injury you may have to wait 
longer to be seen. It is better to go 
to a minor injuries unit if there is 
one locally. 

You do not need an appointment 
to visit a minor injuries unit. 

They are run by a team of highly 
qualified nurse practitioners with 
a lot of experience and expertise 
in the treatment of minor injuries. 
Minor injuries units can treat a wide 
variety of problems including cuts 
and grazes, sprains and strains, 
broken bones (fractures), bites 
and stings,minor eye infections 
and scratches or something stuck 
in your eye.

FUNDING for dementia 
research in Oxfordshire 
could at least double after 
the Government announced 
a major funding boost. 

A doctor who co-ordinates 
the county's research efforts has 
taken part in discussions over 
the recent announcement on 
funding made at a meeting of 
the G8 leaders in London. 

Dr Clare Mackay said she 
hoped a long-term funding 
pledge-£132m by 2025 - 
would help provide a dedicated 
MRI scanner for sufferers in the 
county. 

If funding is doubled, at least 
20 specialist jobs could also be 
created, Dr Mackay, co¬ 
ordinator at Oxford Dementia 
and Ageing Research, said. 

MRI scanners are much better 
at detecting conditions such as 
Alzheimer's than the CT 
scanners currently in use. 

Oxford is one of six major 
English research centres into 
dementia, along with three in 
London, one in Cambridge and

another in Newcastle. 

Dr Mackay, who co-ordinates 
research between the county's 
NHS and Oxford University, 
said: "It is fantastic news. 

"As a community, we have 
struggled for a number of years 
to raise the profile of 
dementia." 

The county traditionally has 
higher than-average life 
expectancy because of its 
comparative affluence which 
leads to more issues with 
dementia. 

About £5m-£1 Om a year goes 
to the NHS and Oxford 
University researchers. 

This figure could now rocket. 

She said: "We hope our 
funding will at least double." 

Dr Mackay attended a panel 
debate ahead of the 
announcement at the G8 
summit. 

About 8,000 people in 
Oxfordshire are thought to have 


dementia - up from 6,600 in 
2010. 

Prime Minister and Witney 
MP David Cameron last year 
launched his Dementia 
Challenge to tackle the 
condition, now on the rise 
because of the UK's ageing 
population. 

As a result, funding was 
already increasing before this 
latest announcement. 

Dr Mackay said: "The 
amount has gone up 
considerably in the last couple 
of years. 

"Since last year's call to 
action by the Prime Minister, 
there has been an amazing 
upturn in activity, which has 
culminated in the G8 summit." 

This has seen collaboration 
rather than competition 
between the centres, she said. 

The cash will hopefully 
provide an MRI scanner for 
Warneford Hospital, Oxford, 
giving clearer images than CT 
scans, she added. 

While Alzheimer's is not 


curable, the challenge is to 
delay the onset of the disease 
for as long as possible. 

Dr Mackay said: "I am 
motivated by being a part of the 
solution to probably one of the 
biggest healthcare crises that 
we have." 

Mr Cameron told the summit: 
"This is a disease that steals 
lives, wrecks families and 
breaks hearts. 

"If we are to beat dementia, 
we must also work globally, 
with nations, business and 
scientists from all over the 
world working together as we 
did with cancer, and with HIV 
and Aids." 

Alzheimer's Research UK's 
director of external affairs, 

Hilary Evans, said the cash was 
a "clear backing" for UK 
scientists. 

Age UK Oxfordshire chief 
executive Paul Cann said: "It is 
incredibly exciting. It is a very 
bold leadership step, but it must 
be accompanied by more drug 
and practical service support."

Chances were missed to 


save toddler's life

SOCIAL workers, police and 
doctors missed a chance to 
potentially save the life of toddler 
Tayler Mason, who died from head 
injuries in 2010, a report has 
revealed. 

Tayler died in Oxford's John Radcliffe 
hospital aged 22 months, after he was 
admitted with head injuries and 
abdominal bruising. 

His father Craig Mason, then 33, of 
High Street, Middleton Cheney, was 
jailed for 15 months in May for 
neglect. 

Now a serious case review has 
identified points in the run-up to his 
death when concerns were raised, but 
there was no intervention. 

The report, published by the 
Oxfordshire Safeguarding Children 
Board, highlights poor information 
sharing between police, doctors and 
social workers and said incidents in 
Tayler's mother's past - such as self- 
harm and abuse from a former partner 
- were not fully considered. 

Now the agencies mentioned in the 
report have accepted recommendations 
in the review, including that they

should consider the wellbeing of 
children when dealing with adults with 
mental health issues and have a 
monitoring framework in place. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
children's services director Jim Leivers 
said: "It was a case which went wrong 
for a number of agencies and what we 
failed to do was to follow up an 
anonymous telephone call. That was 
something we should have done and 
we didn't act on it properly. 

"We have done a lot since then and I 
think we have now got a much safer 
referral system than we had before." 

The report reveals that concerns were 
raised about the child's wellbeing five 
months before his death, in an 
anonymous referral about delays in his 
development and possible bruising 
from falling over. 

Other failings highlighted include the 
lack of a review strategy meeting, 
which would have allowed the facts to 
be shared between agencies, and the 
fact a report by a paediatrician who 


examined the child after bruising was 
discovered in September 2009 was 
delayed by two months. 

Oxford University Hospitals Trust 
medical director Professor Edward 
Baker said: "We are very sorry about 
the tragic outcome of this case. Staff 
from our hospitals contributed fully to 
the serious case review. 

"As part of that process, the trust 
reviewed its policies and practice 
relating to safeguarding children across 
the trust as a whole. The 
recommendations from the serious case 
review relating to the trust are about 
ensuring consistency of practice. 

"Independently of this, the 
paediatrician concerned was given 
intensive support and careful scrutiny 
of all relevant clinical practice." 

A police spokesman said: "Thames 
Valley Police were fully engaged with 
the review of this case. 

"As part of our role we carried out 
our internal review, as a result of which 
we ensured we took steps to remind 
staff about existing procedures. These 
actions ensured we completed the 
recommendations made by this 
review."

■ Headteachers claim campaign has knock-on effect 

Reading initiative's 
exam results boost

A READING campaign for 
young pupils has had a 
knock-on effect on exam 
results for older primary 
school students, 
headteachers claim. 

The campaign, which was set 
up last year, aims to improve 
literacy levels among Key Stage 
1 students. 

But revised figures have 
revealed that 78 per cent of 
pupils are achieving the 
benchmark of reaching at least 
level four in reading, writing and 
maths. 

And headteachers and an 
education official say the reading 
campaign has helped older 
pupils - even though it was not 
aimed directly at them. 

Smaller schools led the way in 
getting top results, with some 
village schools achieving a 100 
per cent rate of children getting 
level four and above. 

One headteacher said: "We 
have still got work to do around 
writing but we are doing very

well in reading. We are seeing 
already that through the reading 
campaign, writing is improving . 
We are finding reading results 
across the whole school go up." 

The campaign sees seven-year- 
olds working with books in small 
groups alongside a trained 
teaching assistant. They also read 
one-to-one with volunteers. 

But another headteacher 
believes it will take a few more 
years for the benefit of the 
reading campaign to be fully 
realised. 

Her school had 72 per cent of 
its year six students achieve level 
four and above. 

She said: "We had a drop in 
writing, but we felt progress was 
really good. 

"The reading campaign is 
aimed at year two but I think the 
impact it has had on reading 
throughout the school has really 
shown. 

"Vocabulary is improving. But 


it will be in the coming years 
that the success of the reading 
campaign will really become 
known, as those children in the 
lower years make their way up 
the school." 

In Oxfordshire, 78 per cent of 
pupils are achieving the 
benchmark of reaching at least 
level four in reading, writing and 
maths - three per cent higher 
than the national average. 

And the county has improved 
on last year, where 77 per cent 
of year six pupils were reaching 
the Government benchmark. 

These revised county figures 
are one per cent higher than 
earlier believed. 

Melinda Tilley, the county 
council's education boss, said: "I 
really do think this is a result of 
the reading campaign. Although 
it wasn't Key Stage 2 - it was 
Key Stage 1 - I think it has had a 
knock-on effect. 

"It's given schools a culture of 
reading and I am sure that has 
helped. I hope that it continues 
to help."

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Unpopular increase would set Banbury member's salary at £74k 


MP repeats vow to give 


any pay rise to charity

BANBURY MP Sir Tony Baldry 
has renewed his pledge to 
donate a proposed 11 per cent 
pay rise, which could see his 
basic salary rise to £74,000, to 
charity. 

The Independent Parliamentary 
Standards Authority has announced 
it will still recommend that MPs 
receive the rise next year, despite the 
fact many politicians have con¬ 
demned the proposal. 

Prime Minister David Cameron, 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg 
and Labour leader Ed Miliband have 
all come out against the proposals, 
with many MPs saying they will 
donate the rise to charity if it is 
brought in next year. 

When the idea of a pay rise was 
first announced by IPSA in July, Sir 
Tony said he would donate it to char¬ 
ity, and now the extent of the rise has 
been revealed he has renewed his 
pledge. 

He said: "I really do think that 
Members of Parliament are between 
a rock and a hard place here, in that 
the general public quite understand¬ 
ably no longer wanted Members of 
Parliament determining their own 
pay, and so everyone agreed that it 
would be sensible to set up a statuto¬ 
ry independent body which would 
determine MPs' pay, pensions and 
other related matters over which 
Members of Parliament would no 
longer have any say or control. 

"Under the legislation, Members 
of Parliament now have no control 
over IPSA. 

"So that we get to a situation 
where, as the Prime Minister hinted 
in Prime Minister's Questions [last] 
Wednesday, given that we are seek¬ 
ing to reduce the cost of politics, the 
only way to deal with this would be 
to abolish IPSA and start again, and 
indeed, at the same time, perhaps 
sensibly, again on the basis of reduc¬ 
ing the cost of politics, to reduce the 
size of the House of Commons from 
its existing 650 seats to a smaller 
number. 

"And as I made very clear in July 
when this proposal was first mooted,

Council urged to liaise on £64m cuts 


FINANCE bosses have been 
urged to work with Oxfordshire’s 
voluntary organisations over 
plans to save around £64m. 

Oxfordshire County Council’s 
budget plans for the next four 
years were subjected to their 
first public discussion at a 
meeting this week of the 
council’s performance scrutiny 
committee 

Representatives of community 
groups packed the meeting 
room at County Hall to challenge 
cuts to grant funding for their 
organisations and services 
which are vital to the people 


they represent. 

Age UK Oxfordshire chief 
executive Paul Cann said: “I 
would like to start by 
recognising what a difficult hand 
Whitehall has given Oxfordshire 
and I would like to applaud the 
efforts that have been made to 
protect frontline services and 
keep people active in the 
community. 

“I would like this to become a 
joint process, with the voluntary 
and community sector working 
with the council on the detail.” 

He questioned plans to save 
£200,000 by cutting the council’s 


laundry, meals and shopping 
service for the elderly. 

The council should work to 
help address a problem of £24m 
in pension credit which went 
unclaimed in Oxfordshire, he 
said, adding that the money 
could help people remain 
independent. 

Oxfordshire Pensioners Action 
Group spokesman Michael 
Hugh-Jones, 85, arrived at the 
meeting armed with a counter¬ 
proposal - a voluntary increase 
in council tax he said was 
“affordable for well-off 
Oxfordshire households”.

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Crackdown on scrap metal cheats 


POLICE and councils have pledged to take action 
against unlicensed scrap metal dealers breaking a 
new law. 

Under new legislation introduced this month 
any person collecting metal as a business must 
have a licence issued by a local district council 
authority. 

Anyone caught without a licence could be fined 
up to £5,000. 

But Oxfordshire Waste Partnership yesterday 
warned businesses and residents they had a 
responsibility to check for dealer licences before 
allowing them to take metal. 

Detective Inspector Ian Wood of Thames Valley 
Police, pictured left, said: “Thames Valley Police 
are committed to reducing the harm caused to 


our communities as a result of metal theft. The 
risk of becoming a victim has been significantly 
reduced by robust measures put in place by the 
Force. We have used a strong partnership 
approach to reduce the risk of further offences 
and bring offenders to justice. 

“The new legislation will be a useful tool to 
tackle people who want to steal or deal in stolen 
metal.” 

David Dodds, chairman of Oxfordshire Waste 
Partnership, added: “We are pleased to be 
working in partnership with Thames Valley Police 
on this important issue and would urge any 
Oxfordshire resident to check they are aware of 
the legislation before giving or selling any scrap 
metal.”

Fewer people visit council's sports centres 


THE number of people visiting 
council sports centres in the 
Cherwell District Council area is 
down by more than 45,000, 
according to figures. 

A performance report to the 
council’s executive says the 
number of people using sports 
facilities at Bicester Leisure 
Centre, Kidlington and Gosford 
sports centre, and Banbury’s 
Spiceball is 572,725 compared 
to a target of 618,309, a 


difference of 45,584. Currently 
Bicester’s play and teach pool 
has been out of action since 
last December, and that has 
accounted for 20,000 fewer 
customers, the council said. 

It has attributed the 
remaining reduction of 25,584 
to the “downturn in the 
economic climate”. 

The council’s leisure centres 
are run by Parkwood Leisure. 

Spokesman Jemma Callow 


said: “These figures are 
monitored on a daily basis and 
Parkwood continue to work in 
partnership with Cherwell 
District Council to market and 
promote the facilities. 

“We are committed to 
ongoing investment in our 
centres and this continues with 
the installation of a new sports 
hall at Bicester and the 
impending redecoration and 
equipment replacement.” 


■ Health boss expresses cautious optimism 

Bed-blocking 
problem easing

THE health boss who promised 
to tackle bed-blocking "head- 
on" more than two years ago 
has said there are signs the 
situation may be improving. 

Dr Stephen Richards, chief 
executive of the GP-led Oxfordshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
pledged to get to grips with the 
crisis in September 2011. 

Since then, Oxfordshire has 
consistently been the worst place in 
England for bed-blocking - but 
figures for October show an 
improvement. In October, 139 
people were delayed, 
compared to 166 in 
September. 

Bed-blocking, or 
delayed transfer of 
care, happens 
when a patient is 
well enough to 
be discharged 
but cannot 
because beds are 
not available, or 
care arrangements 
have not been 
made.

Oxfordshire is now the second 
worst place in England, behind 
Birmingham (157). 

Dr Richards said: "There are some 
signs that delayed transfer of care 
performance may be starting to 
improve. For the past six weeks, the 
number of people delayed, 
measured on a weekly basis, has 
been about ten per cent lower than 
the normal trend for the county. 

"While this is certainly not yet a 
pattern, it does represent a 
significant improvement at a 
time when hospital 
admissions, and, 
therefore, overall 
discharges, have actually 
been rising. 

"It is too soon to tell 
whether this is going to 
be a permanent reduction 
or to ascertain what might 
have been the reason for 
it. 

"It is, however, 
very good 
news for 
patients 
who are 
able to 
return to 
their

might have been the case before." 

Oxfordshire received £10.2m 
from the Government in September 
to tackle winter pressures, including 
bed-blocking, and Oxfordshire 
County Council earmarked another 
£1.2m last month. 

The county's October bed¬ 
blocking figures are worse than the 
same month a year ago, when 108 
people were delayed, but are better 
than October 2011, when 183 were 
blocked, and October 2010, when 
1 76 were delayed. 

But, at an Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust board meeting 
last month, trust non-executive 
director Geoffrey Salt was less 
positive about the situation. He said: 
"There does not seem to be any 
prospect that it will not be the worst 
again this time next year." 

At the same meeting, director of 
clinical services Paul Brennan 
explained that Oxfordshire was in 
the "unusual" position of having 
acute hospitals and community 
hospitals run by different 
organisations - Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust and Oxford 
Health, respectively. 

He said in areas where one 
organisation runs both types of 
hospital, those waiting in acute 
hospitals to go to community 
hospitals do not count as delayed 
patients, whereas in Oxfordshire 
they do. 

Mr Brennan added: "It would be 
fair to say we keep a proper record, 
to an extent that I do not think is so 
everywhere across the NHS."

I n October 1999, six years after 
Steven Spielberg restored 
Tyrannosaurus Rex to the top of 
the food chain in Jurassic Park, the 
BBC unveiled its ground-breaking 
series, Walking With Dinosaurs. 

Narrated by Kenneth Branagh, the 
programme employed state-of-the-art 
animatronics and computer¬ 
generated effects to step back in time 
to the Mesozoic Era - the so-called 
Age Of Reptiles. 

The six-part Journey into a lost 
world populated by majestic beasts, 
like the Stegosaurus, Ankylosaurus 
and the gargantuan Brachiosaurus, 
captivated viewers and won 
numerous awards, including two 
BAFTAs and three Emmys. 

According to Guinness World 
Records, the programme also 
claimed the dubious honour of the 
Most Expensive Television 
Documentary Series Per Minute, 
costing a reported £6.1 m for 162 
minutes of screen time. 

Shot on location in Alaska, 

Walking With Dinosaurs - The 3D 
Movie is the next evolution, 
employing dazzling visuals to 
explore a familiar story of triumph 
against adversity in the Late 
Cretaceous period. 

Screenwriter John Col lee roasts a 
hoary narrative chestnut - the 
journey of a runt of the litter - for a 
simplistic script. 

It emphasises the educational 
aspects by repeatedly freeze-framing 
the action to provide us with the 
genus, English translation and feeding 
classification of each dinosaur. 
Humour is pitched at younger

audiences - the opening sequence is 
a feast of di no-poop - with 
occasional concessions to parents, 
like when the film's hero stares 
dreamily at a picturesque landscape 
and gushes, "This is one of the most 
beautiful things I've ever seen!". 

"It's a future oilfield, so don't get 
too attached," replies his feathered 
sidekick tartly. 

A clumsy yet well-intentioned 
framing device introduces Bulldust, 
the leader of a herd of herbivorous 
Pachyrhinosaurus. 

Bulldust must impose his authority 
on younger rivals while keeping an 
eye on his newly hatched brood 
including Scowler (voiced by Skyler 
Stone) and his weakling brother 
Patchi Justin Long). 

Wise-cracking best friend Alex 
Oohn Leguizamo) keeps a close eye 


on Patchi and together, they face the 
merciless Gorgosaurus, high-flying 
Pterosaurs and the chicken-like 
Hesperonychus, which Patchi refers 
to as "skinny-necked pecky things". 

Walking With Dinosaurs - The 3D 
Movie is visually arresting 
edutainment that makes fleeting use 
of the eye-popping format. Thus, a 
Pterosaur almost pokes our eye out 
with its beak and moths flutter inches 
from our face. 

Vocal performances are solid, with 
Leguizamo stealing the best lines as 
the little bird who professes: "If you 
want to know where the food is, 
follow the fat guys". 

Scenes that might be a tad scary 
for the very young are preceded by a 
verbal warning from Alex, giving 
parents time to create a cuddle cage 
from the necessary bloodshed.
